natural dams' in the great lakes and per- 
mitting a larger head of water to flow out 
of, them. The Livingston and other chan- 
nels dug without compensating works in 
order to accommodate vessels of* deeper, 
draft must share responsibility with the 
Chicago drainage canal and the power 
enterprises at Xiagara for the present 
seemingly permanent fall in lake stages. 
If vessels can no longer get over lock 
sills and into harbors, if they must load 
too far below their capacity cargo or go 
out of trade, that is as much the fault of 
shortsighted navigation interests as any 
other,-. 


AYe cannot, and would not. turn back 


the hands of time and block the great 
channels between Lakes Michigan 
and 


Erie, lor instance. But we can hold future 
digging to a scientific basis, with guar- 
antees of compensating works and 
re- 


stored lake levels. Indeed, such guaran- 
tees are essential to success of the 
St. 


Lawrence seaway, which demands twen- 
ty-fh e to thirty-foot channels 
between 


the lakes and in major harbors in order 
to be used to its highest efficiency. 


It would cost but four million dollars, 


engineers estimate, to regulate the flow, 
of the great lakes and protect navigation 
levels. That is a necessary part of anv 
channel dredging plan, and of anv inter- 
national seawav proposition.

From this 
wick the water readily evaporates and the vapor 
readily passes into the air of the room throug-h a 
row of slits in the box above the water level. .The 
whole device makes a not unsightly shelf or "over 
on the radiator, and each such humidifier evapo- 
rates an averase of 2*2 gallons of -water in each 24 
hours, so that the. use of such a humidifier on all 
or most of the radiators in the buildinq- will rea'lily 
add 20 TO 30 gallons of water daily to the atmos- 
phere of the average duelling; and this is j'li ap- 
proach to the necessary amount of moisture for 
comfort and health. Forty srallons of water a day 
must be evaporated in an average eight room dwell- 
ing- when the air is heated to 6S degrees, in order 
to keen the humidity at a. fairly comfortable point.

"Henry AVard Beecher: An Ameri 


an Portrait," by Paxton Hibben, re- 
:ently published, has been severely 
2riticised because nearly a third of 
he Beecher-Tilton scandal. "Why. the 
ritics of the book ask. emphasize a. 
caudal in a great man's life, some- 
thing- moreover of which he was nev- 
er definitely convicted? Why not give 
the major share of attention to the 
constructive incidents in his life? 


That criticism sounds very plaus- 


ible on the face of it but a careful 
reading of the new biography makes 
it appear merely captious. As Paxton 
Hibben sees it, the Beecher-Tilton 
scandal was not a 'mere episode in 
Beecher's life, it was the fifth act in 
the drama, something that flowed 
naturally and inevitably from what 
had gone before. It 
is conceivable 


that Hibben may have been wrong in

Drivers Applying For 


License Must KnowLaw 


Jn the applications for 
operator's 


license, which every driver of a motor 
vehicle must submit by the first of the 
year, tho applicant must certify that 
he has read and understands the sta- 
tutes in relation to the operation of 
motor vehicles on the highways 
of 


the state. 
A small pamphlet, con- 


taining a digest of these laws, is fur- 
nished with each application blank, 
and unless the driver follows legal 
matters more closely than the average 
motorist, he probably will be surprised 
by some of the restrictions and regu- 
lations which directly affect him. 


How many for example, know that 


an automobile driver, if given a signal 
of distress by the driver of a horse- 
drawn vehicle to indicate that

chine must not only stop, but must, 
if necessary, sel out of the car and 
aid in leading the animals past? A 
horse in this day and age frightened 
by automobiles, would b<r strange, in- 
ueed but such is the law. 


FORFEIT RIGHTS 


While serviceable brakes and lights 


are a wei'-known requirement, 
the 


law is equally specific in demanding 
u, windshield wiper, and "an adequate 
r-ell, horn, or other signal Uev'oe,'" co 
•'produce an alj: upt sound sufficiently 
loud to serva/as an adequate warning 
of danger." Any other use of the sig- 
nal is forbidden. Spark-plug1 whistles 
are forbidden on oil cars, and the use 
of sirens is limited to fire and police 
department vehicles and 
ambulances. 


Police officers are forbidden to use si- 
rens except in pursuit 
of violators. 


Use of a muffler cut-out is forbidden 
under all circumstances.

"COLLEGIATE" CABS HIT

The Dealer who has the first turn 


to declare, after looking at his hand 
may puss or bid anything from one to 
seven in any suit, or ono to seven No 
Trump. Either a bid or a pass is n 
"declaration." 
After Dealer has de- 


clared, the other three players declare 
1ft their turn to the loft. 
In order to 


sifnplify descriptions, Dealer is called 
South, his partner North and the play- 
ers on Dealer's loft and 
right 
are 


Called East and West" 
respectively. 


Thus West declares after South, and 
then North and East. 


Let us suppose that South passes: 


West then has the opportunity to bid 
or pass. 
If West should pass also, 


North being next in turn could open 
the bidding or pass: 
and 
if North 


should pass, East would have to decide 
whether to pass and have the hand 
thrown out, or bid, in which case the 
hand wquld have to be played. No 
player ever is compelled to bid; and 
when on the first round of the auction 
til four players pass, the deal is "pass- 
ed out." and the player on Dealer's 
left deals with the "still" (the other) 
pack. 


"Until there has been a bid of four 


passes, any player in hits turn can 
make the Iirst bid- by 
naming any 


number (not over seven) of any suit 
or No Trump, but it is customary to 
start by bidding one. Only in excep- 
tional hands is the start made with 
more than one. A bid opens the auc- 
tion for the other three players and 
after it each one has a turn, regard- 
less of whether .he has 
previously 


passed. 
If South, West and North 


should pass and East should bid. 
East's bid would give the other three 
another chance to bid. 


Before a bid is made all that a play- 


er can do is to bid or pass; but after 
a bid has been made, the player whose 
turn it may bid, pass or double. Of 
course when he doubles he must dou- 
ble an opponent's bid—he may 
not 


double the bid of his partner. 
A dou- 


ble operates exactly as a hid Jn permit- 
ting the other three players to bid. 
For example suppose that South deals 
and bids; that West and North pass: 
so that in East's turn. East, by pass- 
ing would give South the contract at 
his JJ1* because, after 
a bid, 
three 


passes in succession end the auction 
but if Eubt should double, the auction 
is kept open and South, West and 
North In turn have the privilege of 
passing or making a higher bid. If 
tlwy all pass, South plays the doubled 
contract.

" 'Dissolution' and 'regulation' have 


proven futile. 
Government ownership 


and operation or development, or de- 
velopment of operation by lease un- 
der strict control, is essential to pro- 
tect consumers." 


Hence, it would

create a "Water Power Board which 
could construct and operate 
water 


power 
developments, generate and 


transmit electrical energy and declare 
transmission lines to be public car- 


~ ners. It would create a commission 


empowered to- "condemn or acquire" 
anthracite coal lands and lease them 
for development on a royalty basis. 
It would provide for condemnation of 
nipe lines of the Standard Oil and oth- 
*e.r companies and create a government 
corporation to own them. 


Seeking to prove its points, the 


league argues, in brief: That electric 
light and power is an extremely im-

Besides being- an important 
item in manufacturing, it will go far 
to reduce farm and household drudg- 
ery.

Citizens of Ontario pay less than

States where, with a 4-cent rate, do- 
mestic consumers would save $1.000.- 
000,000 a year and business men. pay- 
ing a cent less 
per kilowatt hour- 


would save S3G9.000.000- Electrical re- 
sources are beinjr rapidly grabbed up. 


As for anthracite, the kind we shov- 


el into the furnace, the league cities 
the U. S. Coal Commission's report 
that eight producing

liate to some extent with railroads

down the cost of living for everybody. If the 
present rate of increase continues long it is 
bound to have a depressing effect on industry.
